be heard from one end of the land 
to the other and the American peo- 
ple could listen 
to the argument 


that he advanced last night there 
never need be any fear that the in- 
iquitous scheme, framed by the in- 
ternational 'bankers of 
the world, 


would be fastened on this1 country to 
levy tribute on American blood, and 
treasure to carry out the yiles and 
desires'of foreign diplomats.

Cows May be Tested 


In Creamery Groups 


One important provision made by 


the last legislature to aid in eradi- 
cating tuberculosis-from among the 
cattle of the state, has not 'been -tak- 
en advantage of as fully as it might 
have been, >the state department of 
agriculture reports. It !£ the provi- 
sion -which authorizes the testing of 
cattle by the state in cheese fac- 
tory or creamery groups, and groups 
made up of farmer's associations. 
Under this provision if there ar« 150 
head and less than 300 head in any 
ijroup, the state department of. ag- 
riculture will be at half the expense' 
•>t testing. If there are 300 head or 
more in any group the. department 
^f agriculture1 will be at the. total 
,-xpcnse of testing. The state de- 
partment of agriculture is surprwed 
hat more factory -groups especially 
do not take advantage of this, inas- 
much as an official statement from 
any factory that -its cheese- or trat- 
tcif -was fro-m herds absolutely free 
of tuberculosis would be a big ad- 
vertisement for the product.

apple pickles may be made more 
like preserves and may be put away 
in gallon or half gallon crocks, thus 
saving the cans. If put away in 
crocks, cover the top of the crocks 
to be opened next spring with par- 
affin. 
Sweet Russets are the best 


apples to use, as they are tough 
and will not break in cooking.

cuit dough, roll thin, line deep pi 
tin. 
Seed two cups grapes. Put in 


the pan with one-half cup sugar 
two tablespoons flour. Put on a top 
crust, cut cross slits each way ir 
middle. Fold back corners to make 
a square. Bake.

Make a sauce 'of three-quarters 


cup boiling water, one tablespoon 
flour, one-half cup' sugar, one table 
spoon butter, dash of nutmeg. When 
the cobbler is brown, pour sauce in 
square opening, return to oven for 
ten or fifteen minutes. 


Canning Grapes—Take any de- 


sired quantity of grapes, pick from 
stem, then remove skins from them
